The growing of wheat in Canada 
can be traced back approximately 
340 years to the summer of 1605, 
when a French settlement in the 
Maritimes cut the first crop. To- 
day one of Canada’s leading ex- 
port commodities, Canadian wheat 
was being exported as far back as 
1754 to the tune of 80,000 bushels. 


Canadian Dollar 
Is Bailey Bridge 


“One more river to  cross,"'— 
hasn't meant such a problem to 
the Allied es as was feared, 
even when theenemy destroyed 
the bridge before retreating, Bri- 
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tain’s famous ‘Bailey Bridge’ has 
been the answer to many an army 
man’s dream. This invention of 
Pritish Engineers has been adopt- 
ed by the U.S.A. as well as the 
Ked Army. It is a significant fact 
that the rough plans for this new 
design were made in 1940. during 
Britain’s darkest hour. 


The essential feature of the 
Bailey Bridge is its use of relative- 
ly light inter-changeable compon- 
ents. The standard sections are 10 
feet long, The heaviest part can 
be handled by six men. Each sect- 
ion is joined to the next by one 
steel pin, as simply as construct- 


ing a model with a child’s meccano. 


set.

Peanut; 


Starting metaphorically with a 
bag of peanuts and an idea, chem- 
ists of Imperial Chemical Industr- 
ies Ltd, have developed a new 
textile fibre which is  wool-like, 
does not shrink and is not attack- 
ed by moths. Known as Ardil, 
this new material is composed of 
vegetable protein, while wool {Is of 
course an animal protein fibre, 


After extraction of the oil, 
which constitutes 50 percent of the 
peanut, the protein content is ex- 
tracted with dilute alkali, repre-

“Gbut its best use is likely to be in 


combination with wool to manu- 
facture worsteds, woollens, tweeds 
and knitted fabrics, Fabrics con- 
taining 50 percent Ardil are said 
to be scarcely  distinquishable 
from 100 percent wool. It is ex- 
pected that Ardil will be cheaper 
than wool and so reduce the price 
of such fabrics, 


When mixed with cotton or 
yayon, Ardil changes the charac- 
ter of the finished fabric, adding 
warmth, fullness of handle, re- 
silience and a crease resistance to 
the cloth. Suits coats and dresses

}. Large-scale consumption of 
woollen goods in Canada is stim- 


ulated by our brisk climate, At 


the same time we rank among the 
world’s largest importers of pea- 
nuts, which grow in vast quanti- 
ties throughout the British Empire. 


The fuller utilization of the 
peanut as demonstrated in the 
development of Ardil, suggests 
interesting possibilities of value 
to Canadians; Already, shelled and 
unshelled nuts and peanut butter 
are popular here, while peanut oil 
is ,used extensively for foodstu/fs 
stich as ‘vegetable shortening and 
salad oils, 


Canada has little indigenous tex- 
tile fibre production. New indust- 
ry based on vegetable proteins si- 
mulating wool ranks in interest 
with rayon and nylon, which are 
made respectively from cellulose 
and coal. 


At present work on Ardil is at 
the research stage. No samples are 
yet available for distribution. It is 
unlikely that production on a com- 
mercial scale will get under way 
till after the war
